Destructive Floods in Texas, 

San Antonio, Tex., September 8. 

A violent rain-storm commenced at 
four r. u- yesterday and conticued un- 
til midnight, The rain-fall was six 
inches. The streets were flooded and 
the San Antonio river rose eight feet 
in as many hours. The lower part of 


the city is flooded, San Pedro creek, 
passing through the western portion 
j of the city, rose rapidly, washing away 
all the bridges and houses on its 
banks, and also carried away 50 bales 
of cotton. One man is reported 
drowne d. The International Railway 
suffered severely between here and 
-Austia. Several small bridges were 
destroyed. There are no trains over 
that road to-day. The San Marcus 
civer is rising rapidly.

Not- 
withstanding all the disadvantages 
with which our farming people have 
to contend, says the Eureka Sentinel, 
we are satisfied that in the lapse of 
time this sagebrush country will be 
made to blossom as the rose. From 
several parts of the State, notably 
along the Truckee, Humboldt aud 
Carson rivers, where the soil is allu- 
vial and the 
TEMPERATURE LESS RIGOROUS, 

The fruit products, tosay nothing of 
the cernals, are remarkable for their 
kind and veriety. But the most sat- 
isfactory evidence of what oan be done 


in Nevada in the cultivaticn of fruit 
is some samples of plums, apples, 
grapes and es that we have be- 
tore us on the edit rial table, brought 
to Eureka by Squire Irwin from his 
ranch in Nye county. Two plums, 
vellow and purple, are large, firm, 
sweet and very juicy. The bunches 
of grap2s, of the small, black sort, are 
in dense ciusters, substantial, well 
flavored and altogether nice. The 
peaches are fine and superior to those 
of California. As, arule larger and 
finer looking fruit is growing in Oali- 
fornia than in Nevada, but it is the 
rule, also, that fruit matured in Ne- 
vada is more 


SUBSTANTIAL AND JUICY, 


And of better flavor than that pro- 
duced in California. Squire Irwin 
has been experimenting in fruit rais- 
ing an his ranch for the last seven ur 
eight years. At first he was not suc- 
cessful-—he allowed his trees to obtain 
their normal growth. The wind, 
which is violent iu his vicinity. as gen- 
erally, at times, thronghout Nevada, 
blew the blossoms off, or if the blos- 
soms escaped the ravages of the wind 
the young fruit would fall a victim to 
it and be blown trom the stems to the 
ground. He looked about him and 
took’ a lesson from nature. He saw 
the runty cedars how they grew on the 
hills, close to the greund, with low 
trunks aod the limbs spread out nearly 
on a line with the ground. He went 
to work and prepared his fruit trees 
2 make them grow in the same way. 
4 


PLANTED YOUNG TREES 


And cut them off just above the first 
limbs and never allowed any tree to 
grow higher than his head. He thus 
saved them from the violence of the 
wiod. The branches spread out, and 
as the fruit grew and matured it rested 
on the ground, His best fruit, he 
says, is that which rests un the ground, 
covered over with straw. He makes a 
great abundance of gooseberries, cur - 
rants and other berries every year. 

Nor do the frosts kill the more tender 
fruits on bis place, except the grape 
vines, of which nearly one-half are 
winter-killed every year. Hereafter 
he will save all these vines by bending 
them down and covering them over 
with straw and earth after harvest, 
until Spring. This year Mr. Irwin 
will sell to his neighbors in Duck val 
ley between

| BUILDINGS BURNED. 
A Lively Little Fite, But Net Much

This morning about four o'clock a 
fire broke out in one of tlie frame 
buildings on the west side of Virginia 
street, between Front and Second 
street, itis not sure whether in the 
Chinese wash house, Lewis’ second- 
hand store or Ware’s shoe shop.

The ladies saved 
all their furniture and have it stored 
zu the Burke corner, They are looking 
for new rooms. The air was very 
stil] at the time of the fire, or the loss 
would have been heavy. The Pavilion 
could not have been saved if there had 
been a wind blowing from the west, 
and all the buildings on the east side 
of the street would have gone. As it 
was, Mr. Fish put out fine himself on 
Needham’s- furniture factory. The 
fire companies did the best they 
could, and for the time of night it 
was, deserve great credit for confining 
the fire to houses that were joined. 
The hose carts got mixed bv some 
meane, and whef No. 2 tried to couple 
on two lengths of No. 1’s hose a delay 
of a few minutes occurred. The usual 
difficulty of getting men to drag the 
engines and man No. 2’s brakes occur- 
red, hut people not interested forgot 
that they may have a fire themselves 
some day.
